But waste and inefficiency, 
enormous expenditure with inadequate results, are 
quite another matter. 

We had thought the aircraft production fiasco 
the low water mark of our unpreparedness. It 
seems that the ordnance program may throw that 
sorry affair into the shade. In any case congress 
and the public should have the facts for their own 
guidance and for the lessons they may teach us 
for the future. 

Such investigations will not deal with things 
of the past. We shall be paying bills for many 
years. We want to know how much 1s for goods 
received. We want to know what uhpreparedness 
and its inefficiency costs. When we know that, we 
may be more careful in the future.

There is one name that it seems to us is rather 
unaccountably absent from these speculations. It 
is that of Samuel Gompers. Mr. Gompers has been 
a confidant of the president and a strong supporter 
of his administration. We may therefore assume 
that unless his relations have recently altered no 
personal or partisan consideration stands in the 
way of his selection. Why, then, is he not one of 
the discussed possibilities? 

Mr. Gompers, in our opinion, ought to be one of 
the commission. Among the conferees to be sent 
by the new Germany will be representatives drawn 
from the wage earning class leadership. It may 
be that England or France will have one of their 
leaders of labor parties at the table. Certainly 
bor, its interests and imperial relations, will be 
an important factor in many of the problems of 
adjustment. Mr. Gompers would be an invaluable 
man at the peace table from this point of view. He 
represents the one great labor organization that 
has never wavered in its support of the war, and 
his conception of the underlying issues has held 
this organization true to the course. 

But we would not have Mr. Gompers considered 
merely as a labor leader. We have confidence in 
his broad Americanism. We think he would go as 
an American citizen and that he would represent 
our country’s legitimate interests broadly regafii- 
less of class. He has shown his capacity for states- 
manship in his dealing with the war and the diffi- 
cult and dangerous rift which pacifism and Bolshev- 
igm were creating in British and French solidarity. 
His fitness for service at the peace conference 
seems to us clear. We hope he will be selected.

LAW OF NAIIONS BACKS TRIAL OF KAISER | 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Washington, D. C., Nov. 25.—[Spe- 
clal.I— There are various ways, recog- 
nized by international law, by which 
the allied powers may obtain posses- 
sion of the person of the former Ger- 
man emperor, the former crown prince, 
and any other netables among the Ger- 
mans. 

The request made by Premier Cle- 
menceau of France for an expert opin- 


ion on the possibility of extraditing the 


former emperor is the only official inti- 
mation that William Hohenzollern 
may be tried before a world court for 
his crimes. 

Authorities in Washington declare 
there is precedent for a demand for the 
extradition by Holland of the ex-kaiser; 
there Is precedent also for a refusal by 
Holland to deliver up to his enemies 


a political refugee, if the former em- 


peror may be called such. Finally, 
there is precedent for measures, either 
economic or military, which might be 
put into force against Holland to per- 
suade that nation to yield up the 


fallen ruler. 
> 


The allies might demand the per- 
son of William as a hostage, but if it 
had been intended to take hostages, 
they would have been required under 
the terms of armistice. The presump- 
tion arises, therefore, that if the extra- 
dition of the former kaiser is desired, 
it is to punish him. 

According to the practice of nations, 
sovereigns may be deposed by foreign 
powers as the consequence of their 
misdeeds committed to the prejudice 
of civilization. The most recent exam- 
ple was the overthrow by the entente 
powers of King Constantine of Greece, 
who had failed to observe Greece’s 
treaty obligations and who secretly 


served Germany. 


One high authority on international 
law referred today to the greatest 
French authority on the law of na- 
tions, Vattel, the first notable codifier 
of the rights and duties of nations, w..o 


wrote before the French revolution, 
and who, in his chapter on “ unjust 


war,” covers the case of Emperor WII“ 


liam as though Vattel were a con- 
temporary judge. 


“Whoever takes arms without a 
lawful cause can absolutely have no 
kind of right; all the hostilities he com- 
mits are unjust,” he wrote. 
“He is chargeable with all the evils, 


‘all the horrors of the war; all the effu- 


sion of blood, the desolation of families, 
the rapine, the violence, the ravages, 
the burnings, are his works and his 
crimes. 

“He is guilty toward the enemy of 
attacking, oppressing, massacring 
them without cause; guilty towards his 


people, of drawing them into acts of 


injustice, exposing their lives without 
necessity, without reason; towards that 
part of his subjects whom the war 
ruins, or who are great sufferrrs by it, 
of losing their lives, their fortune, or 
their health. Lastly, he is guilty to- 
wards all mankind, of disturbing their 
quiet and setting a pernicious example. 

“He who does an injury is bound to 
repair the damage, or to make a just 
satisfaction, if the evil be not irrep- 
arable, and even liable to penalty, if 
penalty be necessary by way of ex- 
ample, for the safety of the party 
offended, and also for that of human 
society. | 

“ This is the case of a prince who is 
the author of an unjust war. He is to 
restore whatever he has taken, send 
back the prisoners at his own expense; 
he is to make compensation to the 
enemy for the injuries and losses he 
has brought upon him; to relieve desti- 
tute families, and, where possible, to 
repair the loss of a father, or a son, or 
a husband. 

“The sovereign alone is guilty. He 
alone is bound to repair the injuries. 
The subjects are innocent; they have 
acted only from a necessary obedience. 
They are only to deliver up what they 
have acquired in such a way, as having 
no lawful title to possession.”

Washington, D. C., Nov. 22.—[Editor of 
The Tribune. In an article headed 
Austria Still Seen as Peril in the Bal- 
kans,”"’ which was published in your issue 
of Nov. 15, Mr. John R. Palandech 
called the public attention to a statement 
by Dr. Hinko Hinkovich in which Mr. 
Palandech sees Austria's sinister diplo- 
macy at work against the union of the 
Jugo-Slavs. 

THe statement by Dr. Hinko Hinkovich 
mentioned above has been fully indorsed 
dy the Jugo-Slav national council in 

Washington, D. C., representing the 

Jugo-Slav ‘emigration in the United 
States, and of which council Dr. Hinko- 

vich is a member. We beg for the pub- 

lication of the following explanation: 
The opinion of Mr. Palandech is based 
on the fact that Dr. Hinkovich urged our 
| countrymen here to renounce the decla- 
ration of Corfu. This document contains 
an agreement between the Jugo-Slav 
committee in London and the Serbian 
government as the then respective repre- 
sentatives of the Jugo-Slavs in Austria- 
Hungary and of those in Serbia. It pro- 
claimed the necessity of the union of all 

Jugo-Slavs—Serbs, Croats, and Slovenes 

—into one single state without regard to 
political boundaries. 

| Dr. Hinkovich did not ask the renun- 
ciation of the Corfu declaration because 
of this provision. There has béen ‘no 
more fervent champion of Jugo-Slav uni- 
ty through all his life than Dr. Hinko- 
vich, and for this he was one of the men 
most persecuted by Austria. The rea- 
son why he denounced the declaration of 
Corfu lies in the policy of the present 
Pashtich cabinet, which is the govern- 
ment of a party in fact without a major- 
ity, and which was misrepresenting the 
sense of the declaration of Corfu, per- 
suing a greater Serbia under the sway of 
the present Serbian dynasty, into which 
the Jugo-Slavs outside of Serbia should 
simply enter. Meanwhile Dr. Hinkovich, 
and with him our council, wish the estab- 
lishment of x united Jugoslavia as a new 
state, into which all parts of our na- 
tion should enter on equal terms. Our 
opinion is shared by practically the whole 
of our nation, including not only our 
American emigration but also our people
